DON’T LEAVE DAHLIA ROOTS 
IN GROUND AFTER NOV. J. 
“NHE flower family offers a puzzle 

for the amateur grower to work 
out, because, while some are 
planted in the fall and are hardy 
enough to remain in the ground all 
winter; the roots and bulbs of others 


cold weather. 


The Dahlia, a standby flower in many | n 
gardens in this section, is an example |; 


of the latter class. The roots of dahlias 
must be lifted before there is any dan- 
ger of damage by freezing. It will 
net be safe to leave the roots in the 
ground after the first of November. 

Many gardeners have already taken 
advantage of the bright sunny days 
of the last week or two to lift their 
dahlia- roots, giving them a chance to 
dry thoroughly in the sunshine before 
they are put in storage. It is probably 
not advisable to dry them hurriedly 
by means of a cial heat. The nat 
ural way of dryifig them in the direct 
sunlight is begt, even if they have to 
be put in the sun a second day. If the 
roots are not thoroughly dry they may 
decay in storage. 

The best practice is to cut off the 
stems, leaving them about six or seven
